Captain Hall’s Mysterious Death.

[From the Brooklyn Argus. | 
When Captain Hall’s death was an- 
nounced in May of last year, the theory 
was broached that he had been poisoned 
by an cnvious rival. Captain Tyson was | , 
the sworn friend of Captain Hall, Under 
peculiar circumstances Captain Tyson 
and a few other persons were left on a 
flow of ice in the upper part of Baffln’s 
Bay, just asthe long night of the Arctic 
winter was coming on, while all the offi- 
cers and the remainder of the crew of the 
Polaris steamed into a’ protected cove. 
Through unparalleled hardship and suf- 
fering Captain Tyson’s party floated all 
winter on the ice, and were more than 
six months after the separation picked 
up eighteen hundred miles from their | | 
starting point by a fishing vessel. The 
story told by the rescued party was so 
extraordinary that the government had 
them all immediately transported to 
Washington, and, separated from each 
other, took their depositions in regard to 
the death of Captain Hall. The govern- 
ment officers undertook to silence the 
story of foul play toward Captain Hall, 
and very little has been said about it 
since. ‘That they were convinced of Cap- 
tain Tyson’s statement it is evident from 
the fact that they, on the part of the gov- 
ernment, placed Captain Tyson in com- 
mand of an expedition to search for the 
missing Polaris and the remainder of her 
crew. This would not have been done 
had not confidence been placed in his 
statement, 

The “Diary” of Captain Tyson has at 
length been published. In rier ' of 
interest no fiction surpassed it, That 
art of the diary written after separation 
from the Polaris was penciled in a pock- 
et memorandum-book, with almost fro- 
zen fingets—the mercury congealed—and 
by the dim light of the northern borealis 
und an Arctic moon. It beais internal 
evidence of truth, simplicity and exact- 
ness, That part relating to the anteced- 
ents of Hall’s death had to be written 
from more slender data, his original 
memoranda having been left on board 
the Polaris. Whoever reads Tyson's 
statement in regard to the jealousy of the 
oflicers, insubordination of the crew, and 
the singular death OF Captain Hall, must 
be convinced that he was poisoned. The 
matter should not rest here. The gov- 
ernment ought, before this time, to have 
made a vigorous examination, procured 
the remains of Capt. Hall, and held the 
entire crew of the Polaris as witnesses. 
The book referred to, called “Arctic Ex- 
periences,” will revive an interest in this 
question, and the friends of Capt. Hall 
will doubtless insist upon a proper inves. 
tigation. Capt. Hall died in the interest, 
of science, as did Livingstone in Africa. 
The English government procured and 
arried the remains of Livingstone to 
England, and interred them among his 
fellow-citizens, with the honor due from

Colonel John 
Bartholomew, superintendent of the El 
Paso State company—one of the pursuing 
party—arrived in the city yesterday 
From him we learn the following partic- 
ulars: 

_ The posse with which he was left Hot 
Springs at 11 o'clock one weck ago last 
Thursday night, immediately after learn- 
ing of the outrage, and reached Caddo 
Gap at 10 o'clock Friday forenoon. 
There the pursuers got ahead of, 
and, as they suppose, had the 
desperadoes surrounded, The plan 
for the capture was all arranged, and it 
was only through the misunderstanding 
of sheriff Miller in regard to certain de- 
tails that they were allowed to elude 
them there. Col. Bartholomew says that 
the sheriff agreed to remain at the june- 
tion of two roads, and failed to do. so, and 
they escaped at the junction. Friday 
night the roads were picketed, but all in 
vain, the birds had flown. They were 
heard of Saturday at one Kipler’s, where 
they endeavored to obtain provisions, but 
no trail could be found until Sunday 
night. On Cossatot mountain, fifteep 
miles south of Dallas, the trail was picked 
up and followed until the afters0on, 
when it again became dim. Menday it 
was discovered on the line roae, between 
Arkansas and the Indian p«tion, an old 
Indian bringing informat! that the rob- 
bers had stopped at his house for 
dinner. The pursing party struck 
the line rom at What is 
known as Cove postoftice. Mr. Jones, 
who lives the®, joined the posse, and 
the pursuit Was renewed. The robbers 
kept to me road but a very short time, 
when -aey turned off on an Indian trail 
an’ endeavored to conceal their flight.

a short distance ahead, and the pursuit 
was pushed to the utmost. After a few 
hours hard riding a junction of the road 
was met, where one path branched off 
over a hill, and united with the other, 
half a mile further on. The posse divid- 
ed, [ke Jones and four others going one 
route and Colonel Bartholomew and the 
remainder of the posse the other. Short 
ly after separating, Colonel Bartholo- 
mew’s party heard firing off across the 
country, and stated at once for the scene, 
well knowing what was transpiring. Ar- 
riving there he found that a skirmish 
had taken place between Jones’ party 
and the robbers, who had met on the 
hill, where the robbers had turned to re- 
trace their steps. Mr. Jones fired a load 
of buckshot into the foremost outlaw, 
and was then compelled to dismount, 
owing to the fright of his horse. One of 
the horses in the possession of the rob- 
bers was killed, and was recoynized as 
one of the stage animals. The wounded 
man was taken on the saddle behind one 
of his companions, and the villains dash- 
ed down the hill, leaping their horses 
down a twenty-foot precipice into Moun- 
ta'n fork, across which they swam, mak- 
ing their escape. They were followed 
easily after their escape by a trail of 
blood, until the rain of Wednesday 
week, which utterly destroyed all marks 
of the fleeing men. ‘The tight occurred 
somewhere in the vicinity of Doaksville, 
in the nation, and after the rain the pur- 
suing posse retraced their steps to obtain 
food, having partaken of nothing for 
nearly three days. The robbers are 
Kknownall through the Indian nation, 
and are full-blooded border rufflans and 
horse thieves. Three of the bund are 
known respectively as Burke. MeLaugh- 
lin and Parker, and the other, who was 
cross-eyed, Was a stranger to the inhabi 
tant. Colonel J. J. Sumpter, of Garland 
county, accompanied by & posse of men 
from Poik county, was one mile behind 
the robbers when Col. Bartholomew re- 
turned, and said he intended te cen 
tinue the pursuit to the Rio 
Grande unless bi killed, 
or captured bers, dead or alive 
The horse thieves knew every trail and 
road in the whole country, and are armed 
with large sized revolvers. They have 
no friends in the country where they are, 
and have only made their escape by flee 
ing for their lives. It was a race of life 
for them. Detective Kinnehan, of St. 
Louis, accompanied Col. Bartholomew, 
and returned with him to Hlot Springs. 
The bravery of Colonels Sumpter aud 
Bartholomew in this pursuit is worthy of 
all praise, and especially su in the case of 
Colonel Sumpter, in his desper: race 
through the nation.

8. sol- 
diers, without form or ceremony; private 
property is taken and carried off without 
leave or jicense; and private Citizens, 
against whom there is no shadow of a 
charge, are being arrested without war- 
rant or process of law. A few nights 
avo, the whole body of the democratic 
and conservative convention were put un- 
der arrest until the deputy U. 8. marshal 
saw proper to release them, On_ the 
next night a squad of federat soldiers 
went into the country and went to 
houses, and not finding the owners at 
home, took into their possession pans 
and pistols belonging to different patties. 
At one house, in charge ofa negToO Man 
who was sleeping in it with hig tittle son, 
in attempting to surround it, ¢hey awoke 
the little boy, who became frightened, 
and he started to run, when they shot at 
him eight or nine times, but whether 
wounded or not we are unable to say. 
The next night Marshal Randolph, with 
& number of soldiers and a detective, 
went to the house of one of the most 
quiet and respectable citizens, and sur- 
roundel his house, and when he got u 
in the morning he found that his premi- 
ses Were guarded all around.

Editors Constitution: —Under the above 
head in your Sunday's CoNnsTITUTION, 
you have an article complaining of the 
nuisance of the locomotive whistle, an], 
as is usual, whenever anything goes 
wrong or an accident happens, ‘‘the reck- 
less men at the inner end of the rope” 
the ‘‘engine driver, has to shoulder the 
blame.” The “engine driver’ seldom 
does right, if he does he rarely gets cred- 
itforit; though I don’t believe a man 
deserves any praise for doing his duty or 
that which he is paid to do. 

By reference to the code of Georgia, 
you will find that the engineer (Lam glad 
it says engineer, ] like that better than 
engine driver) is required to blow his 
whistle four hundred yards before cross- 
ing a road, and for neglecting to do so is 
liable to be fined the sum of five hundred 
dollars, and imprisoned ninety ‘days. 
This is also laid down in the rule books 
ofthe company. Ithink you can find 
but few engineers who are in favor of 
blowing the whistle except in cases of 
actuai necessity. Many of them would find 
little necessity for blowing if it were left 
to their discretion, except to “call brakes 
orto alarm cattle.” It is necessary to 
blow a signal approaching a terminus 
that the watchman may have the switches 
atl rieht, and track kept clean, &c. At 
night a bright head light, and by day 
ringing the bell is a sullicient alarm at

SUDDEN DEATH. 


A Youug Man Stricken with Ileart 
Disease and Dies lIuastantly. 


Particulars of a Fearful Occurrence. 


Last night about ten o’clock a young 
student, attending Moore’s business univer- 
sity, and named J. C, Carten, was stricken 
dead in a second by heart disease.
